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Cont 8: Applicant's declaration of surprising and unexpected results will not be entered. Applicant failed to provide a sfiowing of a good 
and sufficient reasons why the affidavit is necessary and was not earlier presented. The affidavit deals with surprising and unexpected 
results due to the protein source and probiotic leads. These limitations have been present in the claims as filed and have been addressed 
with the same teachings in the non-final and final office actions. 

Cont 10. Applicant's terminal disclaimer has been entered and is approved. The provisional obvious type double patenting rejections over 
copending application 10/564,805 have been withdraw. 

Cont 1 1 : Applicant's arguments regarding surprising and unexpected results which rely on the declaration and evidence submitted have 
been considered but are not convincing as the evidence has not been entered at this time (See Cont 8). 

Applicant's arguments regarding the prior art rejections have been considered but are not convincing. Applicant argues that hindsight has 
been utilized and there is no motivation to combine the cited references as the references as the references are directed towards unrelated 
products with completely different objectives. Applicant's argument is not convincing as it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned 
only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper; See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971); 
The references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art 
to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. 
Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992); In this case, motivation for combining the references has 
clearly been provided in the rejection; and finally it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor 
or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a 
basis for rejection of the claimed invention; See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992); In this case, all the 
references are directed toward nutritional compositions and inclusion of components within infant formulas, which is within the field of 
applicant's endeavor.
